A Display of God’s Wonderful Power is 
Always Effective. 





If Jesus Should Come 
Next Sunday. 





It may be that you have never 
felt it and you may not know 
what I am talking about, but 
many have felt it and know ex- 
actly what I mean. There is 
little known about deeply spirit- 
ual things except by a few who 
are spiritual, but the masses are 
not spiritual, therefore, they 
cannot know. They do not think 
of spiritual things. Their minds 
are occupied with business and 
pleasure. They love the chase 
—excitement. Nothing else sat- 
isfies them. 


In times of great outpourings 
of: the Holy Ghost there has 
been such a peculiar drawing 
power that took hold of people 
that they who were moved by it 
were often much surprised and 
amazed. In a meeting at a cer- 
tain place I became much inter- 
eated as I watched the congre- 
gation. The power was strong. 
I felt it and saw the effects of 
it. I was finishing the discourse 
when I first noticed how the 
congregation was effected. Then 
presently some came into the 
altar and others started almost 
unconscious of what they were 
doing, and when they got near 
the altar they forced themselves 
to stop in a seat at one side. 
One or two got up and hastened 
out at the door as if there were 
something dangerous’ after 
them. I am sure the drawing 
power was over the whole con- 
gregation. The saints felt it un- 
til they could scarcely move, 
and the sinners felt it and 
could not leave the house for 
some time, although very few 
came to the altar at that par- 
ticular time. They seemed to 
be so amazed that they did not 
know what to do. They had 
never felt such power before. 


I am not any more able to ex- 
plain that drawing power that 
draws than people are to ex- 
plain the power of electricity 
that drives the wheels and ma- 
chines of our factories. I know 
the effect of it and believe it is 
sent forth by the Lord, but just 
how it can take hold of people 
and actuate them, and hold 
them still or move them I do 
not know. Back in the type 
casting department and press 
room of our publishing house 
we have to move only six little 
switches and 'I guess nearly a 
thousand wheels and arms and 
rollers and levers begin to move. 
We are more than fifteen miles 
from the big dam where the riv- 
er is harnessed up to the big dy4 
namos where the power is gen- 
erated. That power slips noise- 
lessly along a wire all that dis- 
tance, but the moment the 
switches are turned the noise 
commences. It is not the noise 
of the power but the noise is 
made by the machinery that is 
put in motion by the power. The 
drawing power may not make 


any noise at all. There is 
a magnet. It does not roll 
or make any _ noise, but 


it has a drawing power in pro- 
portion to its size and charge. 


Many of us want to be mag- 
nets to draw people to the Lord. 
This is a good desire and may 
be put into operation if one is 
harnessed up to the power 
house properly. But the draw- 
ing power that is of so much in- 
terest to me is that that oper- 
ates at a distance as well as 
near by. A meeting was in 
progress in a certain town. A 
man was in the field plowing 
twenty miles away. Suddenly 
he stopped, deliberately un- 
hitched his horse from the plow, 
went to the house, told his wife 
he felt a peculiar drawing to go 
to that town and he was not 
able to resist it so he was going. 


town the first thing he heard 
was something about the meet- 
ing. It was the town talk and 
nothing else claimed the atten- 
tion of the people. The gentle- 
man concluded to attend the 
meeting and see for himself. 
The drawing power was still on 
him. It was no trouble to get 
him to the altar and salvation 
ran like a flood until midnight 
and after. 


People attended that meet- 
ing by*the thousands. Many 
decided during the day that 
they would not go that night, 
but when night came they 
could not stay away. Some were 
so determined they would not 
go that they put on their night 
clothes and retired for rest, but 
there was no rest. The draw- 
ing power was so great that 
they got up éut of the bed, put 
on their Sunday clothes and 
hastened to the meeting almost 
at break-neck speed. Some ar- 
rived just in time for the altar 
service and ran in and fell at 
the altar and got saved.. Others 
could not wait for the preach- 
ing to cease, but fell into the 
altar and wept their way clear 
through to Calvary, and often 
there was so much noise and 
disturbance by the seekers that 
the sermon was never finished. 


This is the kind of drawing 
power I am talking about. In 
a grove meeting where thou- 
sands were assembled and mul- 
titudes were getting saved a lit- 
tle boy who was in the congre- 
gation suddenly got up and ran 
out of the’crowd. As he seemed 
to be actuated by some peculiar 


after him. Down in the woods 
he leiped upon a big log and 
turned and began to preach to 
his pursuers. Presently he took 
his handkerchief from his pock- 
et, wadded it up in his hand, 
held it straight out before him 
in plain view of all, and drop- 
ped it and as it fell three hun- 
dred or more people -fell to the 
ground and began screaming 
ard crying to God for mercy. 
There is a demonstration of 
that drawing power that draws. 
It has a tremendous effect 
wherever it goes. A display of 
God’s wonderful power is al- 
ways effective for good. I al- 
ways like it. 

When fF used to be in revival 
work regularly I was never sat- 
isfied, and never considered my 
work worth anything without 
that cloud of power, as I called 
it, could settle down over the 
congregations. , Not until then 
could I have much hope of suc- 
cess. Preaching did not satisfy. 
Singing would not do. A big 
congregation and a few coming 
to the altar did not meet my de- 
mands. I must have the power 
turned, loose from the sky or 
somewhere and settle down on 
the heads of the people. .I liked 
to see it on the fashion as de- 
scribed in the tenth chapter of 
acts. “While Peter yet spake,” 
the power fell, and the other 
tongues followed. 

I would like for the Church 
of God to drop everything that 
tends to make people dryeyed 
and tough in their spirit and get 
in that attitude before God that 
He .would honor us with an 
abundance of that wonderful 
drawing power. Years ago a 
certain evangelist was preach- 
ing nightly sermons. Large 
crowds attended and he thought 
surely God would give him a 
sweeping -revival. But night 
after night passed with no sign 
of a revival. He preached fine, 
and every night after the ser- 
vice- closed it was common to 
hear exclamations —‘‘Wasn’t 
that a wonderful sermon!” “‘The 
best sermon I ever listened at!” 
The preaching was the talk of 
the town. It went on for more 
than a week, and every night it 
was the same, and the congre-

body seemed happy over it but 
the preacher. He was disgusted 
and unhappy. He got tired of 
the friendly words and compli- 
mentary handshakes. He want- 
ed something else. What could 
he do? He was tempted to close 
the meeting and leave the town. 
He wanted to see souls saved, 
but no body seemed interested. 
There was no power of God— 
no drawing power demonstrat- 
ed. He resorted to prayer. He 
pleaded and wrestled and agon- 
ized and promised the Lord any- 
thing, “only give me souls,” he 
said. At’ last the spell was 
broken, the drawing power be- 
gan to work, and the revival 
was on. It was then no more 
“what a great sermon,” but the 
whole talk was about the flood 
of salvation that was pouring in 
upon the town, and counting 
the converts. Then the preach- 
er was happy. The victory was 
won by prayer. 


When Joseph first made him- 
self known to his brethren they 
were so amazed that they stood 
speechless, and almost ready to 
run. But immediately he said, 
“Come near to me.” And the 
drawing power was so strong 
that they came near. Doubt- 
less they felt mean and that 
they deserved a scolding and 
even worse than that, but when 
he got them all up close to him 
he talked to them in a kind, lov- 
ing way as if they had been 
good boys all their lives. Listen, 
“I am Joseph your _ brother, 
whom ye sold into Egypt. Now 
therefore be not grieved or an- 
gry with yourselves, that ye 
sold me hither: for God did send 
me before you to preserve life.’ 
There was no scolding, no ac- 
cusing them of their meanness, 
but the most loving and tender 
words that could come from a 
brother’s mouth. It was that 
tender, loving, drawing power 
that won the brothers to Joseph. 
I wonder why he did not call 
them by names and abuse them 
and accuse them of treating him 
wrong and make it as hard for 
them as possible. But, no, his 
was not that kind of a disposi- 
tion. J@seph had the love of 
God in his heart and wanted to 
draw his brethren to him instead 
of a desire to drive them away. 
“Come near to me,” sounded 
that sweet tender voice that car- 
ried with it a drawing power 
that was not to be resisted by 
the guiltiest one of the eleven. 


Sammy Morris, the Kru boy, 
was saturated with this drawing 
power. The first night in Ameri- 
ca he won nearly a score of 
souls for Christ. The first Sun- 
day on American soil, he was 
taken to a Sunday school and 
the superintendent invited him 
to speak a few words to the 
school. At this juncture the at- 
tention of the superintendent 
was called to some duty in the 
school for a few moments. The 
school laughed when he com- 
menced, but “when J looked,” 
said the superintendent after- 
ward, “and lo, the altar was full 
of our young people, weeping 
and sobbing. I never could. find 
out what he said, but the pres- 
ence and manifesting power of 
the Holy Spirit were so sensible 
that the entire place was filles 
with His glory.” If a little black 
African boy, untutored and un- 
trained as he was, could have 
God with him so powerfully, 
why not others just as well? 


When Elijah was about to per- 
form one of the most wonderful 
exploits ever recorded on the 
pages of history he called for 
all the people to ‘“‘Come near 
unto me, and all the people 
came near unto him.” There 
was a drawing power about 
Elijah. When he called for the 
people to come near they came 
immediately. He seemed to be 
saturated with divine power 
that had a tendency to draw 
people after him. As he walked 
into a field one day where one 
was plowing the man left his 
plow and oxen and ran after 
him, and acted as if he were go- 


for what have I done to thee?” 
And the man returned to his 
plow again, but only to stay for 
a short time, for only a little 
dater he was with Elijah and 
never left him any more uatil 
Elijak was taken up into heav- 
en. ° 


It seems that some few peo- 
ple have such a drawing power 
that they will gain friends and 
wield an influence for good in 
the face of the bitterest op- 
positions, while others who have 
little or no opposition are nev- 
er able to get much following 
let them try every scheme they 
may invent. Investigation al- 
ways proves that men who are 
saturated with that drawing 
power that draws have been 
men of earnest, agonizing pray- 
er. It is God that draws but 
He does it in answer to prayer. 
A person becomes deeply spirit- 
ual by an uncompromising con- 
secration and by earnest and 
powerful praying. I think it is 
time we had a thousand walk- 
ing magnets. Men who are so 
filled and thrilled with God’s 
presence and power that their 
very presence will draw people 
to God that they may be filled 
with all His fullness. Truly a 
display of God’s wonderful pow- 
er is always effective for good. 
And this is what is wanted by 
the Church of God today. 


It is an acknowledged fact 
that greater power will be dem- 
onstrated just before the return 
of our Lord. The people that 
know God will be strong and 
do exploits. The wicked will al- 
so do wonders. “There shall 
arise false Christs, and false 
prophets, and shall shew great 
signs and wonders; insomuch 
that if it were possible they 
shall deceive the very elect.” 
(Matt. 24:24) But while the 
enemy works, the Lord’s people 
are’ drawing closer to God and 
one another. They are waxing 
stronger and multiplying in 
number. They are gaining in 
knowledge, wisdom and power. 
And if Jesus should come next 
Sunday multitudes would feel 
the magnetic touch and fly 
away to meet Him in the air: 
Of this time Jesus says, “Where- 
soever the carcase is, there will 
the eagles be gathered togeth- 
er.” (Matt. 24:28) 


There was so much of the di- 
vine about Elijah that he could 
not die. The same was true of 
Enoch who “was not for God 
took him.” And it is going to 
take the same divine nature 
coursing tnrough every avenue 
of the being to assure the trans- 
lation that is looked forward to 
with such joy and happy antici- 
pation. And this divine in suf- 
ficient quantity will give the 
possessor of it the drawing pow- 
er that draws. This being true 
then surely every one should 
seek to be a drawer rather than 
a driver. People cannot be 
forced to turn away from sin 
and accept Christ, but that won- 
derful drawing power is a suc- 
cessful factor to that end. And 
without that drawing power 
that wins souls and edifies and 
blesses believers, it becomes a 
question as to whether one 
would be fortunate enough to 
get to go with the saints to the 
marriage supper or not. 


Now, beloved, let us make 
another effort, by consecration 
and prayer, to become more 
spiritual and get in closer touch 
with God and in a_ stronger 
band of fellowship with one an- 
other. It largely depends upon 
individual effort, although we 
can be a help to each other. 
Draw nigh to God and He will 
draw nigh to you. And there 
is an experience that keeps a 
heavenly atmosphere about you 
that will effect those who may 
come in your presence. The 
very best experience is none too 
good for any one. The wise vir- 
gins of Matthew twenty-five are 
in the very lowest rank that will 
have the high and exalted hon- 





or of going to the marriage sup- 
per of the Lamb. There are 


our people to be in. Why don’t 
we all want the very best at- 
tainable through Christ? Why 
not make the necessary effort 
and consecration to get it? It is 
surely worth far more than 
all the treasures of this world. 


I wish I could make this ap- 
pear to be of the utmost impor- 
tance. But only God can do this. 
But He is faithful and will im- 
part the drawing power that 
draws to every one that is 
worthy. Oh that a_ thousand 
may be rich possessors of this 
all important power before the 
summer is over! Get it, O get 
it at any cost! Get it for the 
sake of Jesus and the salvation 
of souls. 





C. H. Prince, pastor of Ross- 
ville, Ga., and helpers were run- 
ning a revival meeting and J. L.

Ques. After the great rejoicing 
over the fall of Babylon, which fall 
is both spiritual and literal, what then 
takes place? 

Ans. An angel comes down to the 
earth, having the key of the bottom- 
less pit, also a great chain in his 
hand. ; 

Ques, Is this angel who has the key 
the same angel that shall turn the 
wicked angels out of the pit? 

Ans. No. That angel has not the 
key nor authority over the pit until 
given to him by those in authority. 
See Chapter 9:1. 

Ques. Who has authority over, and 
conquered death, hell and the grave? 

Ans. Jesus. “I * * * have the keys 
of hell and of death.” 

Ques. What does the angel who has 
the key and chain, also has power to 
seal, do? 

Ans. He finds Satan and casts him 
inte the bottomless pit and shuts him 
up and sets a seal upon him. 

Ques. Why will he do this? 

Ans, “That he should deceive the 
nations no more till the thousand 
years should be fulfilled.” 

Ques. Where has Satan been all 
this time? 

Ans. Since losing his first estate 
(see Jude 6) his throne has been in 
the air above us and referred. to as 
“the prince of the power of. the air’ 
but at the rapture of the saints he will 
be cast down to the earth and will 
come in great wrath knowing that his 
time will be short, only three and one 
half years, but he will make use of 
the time he will have left and will 
greatly deceive the nations through 
the antichrist and false prophet but 
now at the close of the tribulation he 
will be bound and cast into the pit. 

Ques. After John seeing that Satan 
was bound, what further did he see? 

Ans. He saw ‘people sitting upon 
thrones, also those who were beheaded 
for the witness of Jesus and_ the 
Word of God, they too were reigning 
with Jesus because they had. died a 
martyr’s death. 

Ques. What do the living creatures 
and twenty-four elders sing in chap- 
ter 5:9? 

Ans. “And they sung a new song, 
saying, Thou art worthy to take the 
book, and to open the seals thereof: 
for thou wast slain, and hast re- 
deemed us to God by thy blood out of 
every kindred, and tongue, and peo- 
ple and nation. And hast made us 
unto our God kings and priests: and 
we shall reign on the earth.” 

Ques. Where is this reign of the 
saints to take place? 

Ans. John saw all saints represented 
by the man child, also the martyred 
saints of the tribulation reigning on 
this earth. ’ 

Ques. What then is this period that 
John saw after Satan is bound? 

Ans. This is the period known as 
the Millennium. 

Ques. Is the word Millennium in 
the Bible? 

Ans. No, not just this word but its 
equivalent. The saints are to reign 
with Christ the thousand years and 
the Millennium means thousand years. 
Mille, thousand, Annum, years. 

Ques. Why shall a special crowd die 
a martyr’s death during the tribula- 
tion? 

Ans. It will fall their lot to choose 
between receiving the mark of the 
beast and death, so they will choose 
death instead. 

Ques. Why will they be able to re- 
sist the antichrist and boldly go to 
the marty*’s death? 

Ans. They will be the class of peo- 
ple that get the oil after the main 
rapture and will, therefore, be able to 
resist the antichrist. 

Ques. Why will they know to resist 
him and not receive the mark like 
thousands of others will? 

Ans. The fullness of the Spirit will 
reveal these things just like He is 
revealing to Spirit-filled people today, 
yet owing to the necessity of the 





time, doubtless, the Spirit will show 
up these things more clearly so they 
will boldly stand for the Word of God 
and resist the antichrist. 

Ques. What part of the resurrection 
will they belong to? 

Ans. They are of the gleaning of 
the first resurrection, that is the fin- 
ishing up of the first resurrection. 
Ques. Who are to come forth in this 
first resurrection? 

Ans. Perhaps I have answered this 
before, but this chapter has led up to 
it, so it will not be out of order to 
impress this upon the minds of many 
people, that only the blessed and holy 
shall have part in the first resurrec- 
tion.

Ques. What will be some of the 
work of these holy kings? 

Ans. At first they are to judge be- 
tween the goat nations and the sheep 
nations as spoken of in Matt.

To All the Evangel Family—Greet- 
ing From Far Away California: 
So. far the reports from California 
have not been very encouraging or 
elaborate so you will enjoy the bit of 
news this one bfings, I am sure. 





This time last year we had to our 
credit two hundred and fifty people 
filled with the Holy Ghost. This year 
we have only about two dozen. At 
first this seems as if we had almost 
wasted the year and I will admit, that 
at times I have almost regretted our 
trip to the Golden State but He who 
said for us “not to despise the day 
of small things,” keeps me encour- 
aged. 


For many months after coming to 
Baldwin Park we were scorned by all 
but a few who seemed to love us from 
the first. You will remember when I 
first came here that I accepted an 
opening in a Pentecostal (?) mission. 
I did not know (being a stranger) the 
awful doctrine they taught but soon 
found that they would not stand for 
the truth of God’s Word and though 
we had a wonderful revival started, 
the meeting was closed with appar- 
ently little accomplished. Quite a few 
were hungry, however, to go deeper 
with God and saw the opportunity, 
which later resulted in the great 
Church of God being established with 
sixteen members. The good people 
would not come near us thinking we 
were a bunch of “Holy Rollers,’ as 
the mission was called. After I found 
out all the false teaching the mission 
taught I could not blame the people 
of Baldwin Park, I rather admired 
them, but it was hard to be classed 
with the other bunch. I knew we 
were up against a proposition. I had 
no way to reach them. We could not 
get them out to our services any way 
we could manage. I began. Bible 
studies and got what few we did 
reach established in the true doctrine. 
In the meantime the accident occur- 
red which caused husband’s death 
and incurred a heavy dcbt with no 
prospect of paying it in any way. 
After the first shock of the accident, 
my first thought was to leave this 
terrible place and go far, far away 
where I knew I could find friends who 
would stand by me financially. Then 
I thought of the many prayers hus- 
band and I had piled up at the throne 
‘for California. I thought of the no- 
ble few who loved the Church here 
and of how the devil was at work to 
prevent the Church of God from tak- 
ing root in California and through my 
tears I promised God to stay if it took 
my life. 


Weeks rolled by and still we had no 
congregation. Dear old Brother Hock- 
ett bought us a nice tent and we 
erected it on a good corner lot near 
the heart of our little town and we 
began the battle in earnest. The day 
the tent was brought I began to fast 
and I told God I would fast as Daniel 
did, Daniel 10:2, 3, until He brought 
things to pass and gave me the dr. 
sire of my heart (a revival in Baldwin 
Park) that would break the strong- 
holds of sin and provide some way 
for me to pay my debts which were 
$152. I fasted two weeks minus one 
day without eating or drinking and 
was in a meeting all the time. Then 
I began on Daniel’s fast. I ate one 
slice of baker’s bread and drank one 
tumbler of water each day for over 
two weeks, making a thirty days fast 
in all. I told no one what I was fast- 
ing for and told no one I was fasting 
but it got out some how. My son who 
was with me could hardly stand to 
see me fast so long. Aboui the end 
of the second week of my fast we 
went to the tent as usual and there 
were only about six present. We had 
song service and knelt in prayer. The 
Spirit came upon me and I fell on the 
floor in a trance. God gave me many 
visions of the work at this place, also 
the eternal punishment and a beauti- 
ful pictyre of heaven or paradise. I 
will teil you only one of the visions. 

There appeared before me a large 
bird’s nest, mammoth in size. It 
seemed to be built on the edge of a 
steep cliff overlooking a beautiful val- 
ley. It was made of all kinds of 
mixed material cunningly woven to- 
gether. I could see human bones, 
hair, large pieces of flesh of dead car- 
cases, sticks, bottles, twisted cables, 
old pieces of ropes etc. Inside the 
nest were many human beings with 
the look of a lost‘soul in utter hope- 
lessness. Just above the nest was a 
large black bird with awful talons and 
a fiendish expression with his wings 
outspread over the nest keeping guard. 
From every direction I could see 
dark winged messengers coming with 
food for the occupants of the nest. 
One had a bone with the blood still 
dripping, another had a piece of de- 
cayed meat, another had a part of the 
carcase of some beast etc., and they 
were feeding the ones in this nest 
with this food(?). I turned away in 
the vision-in horror and the Spirit 
Said, “I have shown you the condition 
of things in your town. Arise, tear 
up the bird’s nest and rescue lost 
souls.” I cried out when it seemed 
such a hopeless task, “Not that, oh, 
Lord, not that.” It seemed such an 
endless task to begin. As I turned to 
my own spirit I began‘to ‘pray and 
agonize for help for the awful task 
put upon me and as I tarried before 
God for thirty minutes in prayer and 
groanings, two women passed before 
Sister Conrad (our clerk and treas- 
urer). They had never attended any of 
our services and she went under a 
burden for them. She did not know 
what it meant. Her vision of them 
was spiritual, of course. They told 
us that before the meeting was over 
that many people from all over town 
were gathered around the tent and 
those who did not come heard us from 
their homes. I suppose from what I 
heard later, there was very little 
sleeping in the town that night. The 
Spirit prophesied through us that 








_ might, of the judgments of God that 
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would follow if the people did not re- 
ceive our word, and bid us shake off 
the dust of our feet against them if 
they refused to hear us. Though none 
of us knew that any heard the propb- 
ecy the word was all over town in a 
few hours and oh, such a fear settled 
down on the town. A holy hush 
seemed to thrill every one. 


From that night the meeting was a 
success. There were about ten saved, 
ten sanctified and seven received the 
Holy Ghost and spoke in tongues. 
The meeting closed June 18th with 
three additions to the church. Ten 
were baptized in the river in the name 
of the Father, the Son and the Holy 
Ghost. We had feet washing and the 
Lord’s supper at night and God mani- 
fested His presence in the usual way. 
It is wonderful to hear the testimo- 
nies of the dear ones who have been 
rescued. 


God gave us favor with the best 
people of the town and they expressed 
great sorrow because they had looked 
down on us as Holy’ Rollers and 
classed us with the Pentecostal mis- 
sion. They enjoyed hearing me de- 
nounce the Holy Roller title and nev- 
er again in this town will we go by 
that mame. We are honored and 
looked up to as the Church of God, 
headquarters, Cleveland, Tenn. Now 
I have many good homes open to me 
and am living on the “fat of Califor- 
nia.” 


My report would be incomplete and 
I would not do you justice to close 
without telling you about the financi- 
al side also. One of the ladies that 
Sister Conrad saw in her vision told 
us later that in some way God laid 
me on her heart. She said I was be- 
fore her constantly and she could not 
understand it. She dreamed of me at 
night. She came to see me and asked 
me frankly of my situation, about the 
accident and funeral expense and then 
asked me how much had been paid 
on it. She went away with a plan in 
her heart. She is a very broadmind- 
ed woman and has a wide influence 
and means of her own. She began 
(unknown to me) to solicit help for 
my debts and canvassed the town and 
entire community and worked faith- 
fully for almost two weeks but told 
every one to keep quiet about it as 
she did not want me to know about 
it until it was all over. The debt at 
this time was $127.00. She received 
the entire amount but was not yet 
satisfied. She paid the undertaker, 
got the receipt and deposited the bal- 
ance in the bank at Baldwin Park in 
my name, secured a bank and cheque 
book and one night just as I walked 
into the pulpit to take my text, an 
envelope containing the receipt and 
bank book was handed me with the 
following words: 


“Please accept this yift as a token 
of our appreciation of your efforts in 
breaking down the stronghold of sin 
and saving souls in Baldwin Park, al- 
so our sympathy for ‘you in the loss 
you have sustained while in the work 
here. May the Lord bless thee and 
keep thee. The Lord make His face 
to shine upon thee and be gracious 
unto thee. The Lord lift up His 
countenanre upon thee and give thee 
peace.” I was asked to read the note 
aloud. I tried to and somehow I sob- 
bed through it. I doubt if many heard 
me. Oh, the billows of love and ap- 
preciation that rolled through me at 
that time. My heart almost burst 
and I sank to the floor in thanksgiv- 
ing w God that melted every one to 
tears. Oh, how wonderful to know 
He watches over the sparrows. Need- 
less to say my text was forgotten and 
I arose and sobbed out my joy and 
appreciation, talked a short while and 
many came to the altar. How won: 
derful it is to trust God. He never 
forgets us. 


All year my son has begged to be 
allowed to go back to the Bible Train- 
ing School which he so much appre- 
ciated being in last term. I would al- 
ways promise he could go but the 
enemy would say to me, “Where will 
you get the means, you are already in 
debt. and the railroad fare is so much” 
but, thank’ God and the good people 
of Baldwin Park, the debt is all paid 
and we have enough for his fare to 
Bible school. 


I must not forget to say that quite 
a’few in the Southern states sent of- 
ferings also, amounting to $17.50. The 
church at Lubbock, Tex., sent me 
$10.70 which was highly appreciated. 
God bless the big hearted people of 
Lubbock. 


Will you join me in prayer for the 
dear lady who made up the offering? 
She is unsaved but oh, what a sweet 
woman she is. She would make a no- 
ble worker for God.. She loves the 
Church of God now and is hungry to 
know God. Please put her on your 
prayer list. , 


I must also tell you of a sister hav- 
ing a vision one Sunday morning of 
angels above the tent. 


One woman was demon possessed 
and in an awful condition. She came 
to the altar, the demons were cast out 
and she was sweetly saved. Her hus- 
band was also saved and sanctified. 
They are seeking their baptism now. 


After we announced our baptism, 
the devil got busy and sent agents 
from the “Jesus Only” mission to al- 
most each candidate personally and 
tried to persuade them from being 
baptized in the name of the Father, 
Son and Holy Ghost.

We have briefly mentioned some of 
the teachings the Church of God 
stands for, while there may be more 
that the Scripture references do not 
cover, but we will not take the space 
to mention them in this writing. Next 
we wish to call your attention to the 
officers in the Church.as compared 
to the early Church. 

First. OVERSEERS. The word 
overseer is found only one time in the 
New Testament. It is taken from the 
Greek word “episkopos” meaning a 
superintendent, an officer in general 
in charge of a (or the) church. The 
word superintendent means to have, 
or exercise the charge or oversight of, 
direct or control and though the word 
overseer does not appear so often, we 
find all through the New Testament as 
well as the old, characters who did 
the work of overseers. 


The first Scripture we refer to is 
found in Deut. 1:15, “So I took the 
chief of your tribes, wise men and 
known, and made them heads over 
you, captains over thousands, and 
captains over hundreds, and captains 
over fifties, and captains over tens, 
and officers among your tribes.” The 
word captain in the above verse 
comes from the Hebrew word “sar” 
meaning a head person of any rank 
or class, hence overseer. While this 
was the Church in the wilderness, it 
was a type of the real church Jesus 
was to set up. 
In Acts 20:28 we find some instruc- 
tions to the overseers in the Church 
of God, “Take heed therefore unto 
yourselves, and to all the flock, over 
the which the Holy Ghost hath made 
you overseers, to feed the Church of 
God, which he hath purchased with 
his own blood.” We notice in Heb. 
13:17 where he said, “Obey them that 
have the rule over you, and submit 
yourselves: for they watch for your 
souls, as they that must give account, 
that they may do it with joy, and not 
with grief: for that is unprofitable 
for you.” The Church of God is en- 
deavoring to put this into’ practice 
daily” God has a way to protect His 
children—through the faithfulness of 
qualified leaders. Our opponents may 
say that we are out of New Testa- 
ment order to have a General Over- 
seer but some Bible readers will have 
to admit that James, and also Paul 
at different times did the work of a 
general overseer (or superintendent) 
and if this office existed and was filled 
in the early Church, we may well ex- 
pect the’ same in the Church in the 
evening of the gospel age. This 
Church that we are-narrating the doc- 
trine of has a General Overseer. 
Second. THE TWELVE ELDERS. 
“And when it was day, he called un- 
to him his disciples: and of them he 
chose twelve, whom also he named 
apostles.” Luke 6:13. An apostle is 
one charged with a high mission, the 
term elder and apostle in this sense 
is synonymus in meaning. These 
twelve were in the early Church, as 
all Bible readers know. They are al- 
so in the Church of God today. 
Third. THE SEVENTY ELDERS. 
After these things the Lord appointed 
other seventy also, and sent them’ two 
and two before his face into every 
city and place, whether he himself 
would come.” Luke 10:1. 


“For this cause left I thee in Crete, 
that thou shouldest set in order the 
things that are wanting, and ordain 
elders in every city, as I had appointed 
thee.”. Titus 1:5. These seventy 
were in the early church, also others. 
And the Church of God today has 
the twelve and seventy elders and are 
looking. forward to more as the Lord 
leads. 


Fourth. BISHOPS. “This is a true 
saying, If a man Cesire the office of 
a bishop, he desireth a good work. A 
bishop then must be blameless, the 
, husband of one wife, vigilant, sober,
